TWO NECKS BROKEN. 


Geo. Horn and William Gribben 
Hanged- at Ashland, Ohio. 


Ten Thousand People Held Back by Nine 
Companies of Militia--The Execation 
Private--The Crime for Which They 
Died. 


ASHLAND. Ono, May 16.—George Andrew 
Horn and Wittiam Hy Gribben, aged 24 and 29 
years respectively, were hanged here to-day for 
the murder of Harry Williams on March 25, 1883. 
All three were employed in sawmill 
at Poik, and the night before the 
murder went to West Salem, seven miles 
distant,for their pay, where they became intoxi- 
cated and quarreled, A feud had existed for 
some time between Horn and Williams. Late at 
night they returned to Polk, Wikiams walking 
with his brother-in-law, Tom McEvoy, the others 
going bya freigut train. Horn and Gribben 
waited at Polk for Williams to comes 
On meeting him Horn threw a heavy 
stone, which knoched Williams down; then he 
brained him with vicious blows with an ax, 
Gribben was convicted as an accessory. It is 
estimated that 10,400 people collected here, and 

IT WAS FEARED A MOB 
would tear down the inelosure about the scaffold 
in order to see the hanging. Niue companies of 
militia surrounded the jail and kept the mod 
back. The noisy demonstration withouts hasten- 
ed the execution, 

At 10;45 the prisoners were led to the 
sacaffold, and without unneccessary delay they 
were bo und and the trap sprung. At 10:21 they 
were pronounced dead. Tne military conveyed 
the news to the outside crowd, which hailooed 
with exultation because the h anging was not 
public, The necks of both men were broken. 
Horn arose at 4:30 this morning and called Grib- 
ben at 7. Four clergymen called at 9 o’clock and 
prayed, The prisoners previously refused relig- 
lous counsel, but to-day were repentant and lach- 
rymose, Grioben had an affectionate parting 
from his wife and babe last night. The infant is 
One year old to-day. On the scaffold, Horne was 
courageous and said: “I want to say to you boys 
that Lam innocent of this crime as you fellows, 
but have got to ‘suffer and die here to-day,” 
Gribben was limp and would have fallen on the 
gallows had he nut been supported.

JUDGE REID'S SUICIDE. 

A month ago, when Judge Richard Rein of 
the Superior Court at Mt. Sterling, Ky., was 
hersewhipped by Lawyer CORNEILSON, 
a member of his bar, and a member also of 
the same church, it was confidently pre- 
dicted that such an affair couldechave only a 
tragic termination in Kentucky. It seemed 
for a time that this prediction would not be 
‘verified, and that an apparently unanimous 
expression of sentiment from bench and bar 
and press and public would nerve Judge 
Rep to act in the premises as became a 
Christian and a wearer of the judicial er- 
mine, 

But yesterday, this man, who thirsted for 
no other man’s blood, who had shown him- 
felf a true Obristian in every other trial, 
who had no stain on him but the marks of 
the horsewhip, and who had every prospect 
of being nominated and elected a judge of 
the highest tribunal in the State, went 
into a law office in Mt. Sterling and blew 
his brains out, leaving no explanation but 
these words on the back of a business card: 
„Mad, mad; forgive me, dear wife, and love 
the boy.” 

The simple fact is that, with no vengeance 
in his heart, and with all the moral support 
extended te him by the church and by all 
the organs of enlightened public sentiment, 
Judge Rei found life a burden too heavy 
for him to bear under the disgrace of having 
taken a horsewhipping without killing the 
man. Itissaid that his own wife was dis- 
satisfied with nis course in this respect, and 
while he had the nerve to die by his own 
hand, hehad not the courage to bear the 
suspicion of personal cowardice to which 
the affair had exposed him. He felt that 
underneath all the surface talk on the sub- 
ject, the traditional and ineradicable senti- 
ment of his State called for personal venge- 
ance, quick and deadly, on every man who 
dares to lay the slaye lash on a freeman’s 
person. 

The public sentiment which upholds pri- 
vate vengeance against the lawin any case 
of personal wrong is a relic of barbarism. 
How cruel is its sway and how false is its 
estimate of personal courage, the suicide of 
Judge Rerp illustrates. It destroyed the 
peace of his home, broke down his religious 
convictions and goaded him to the dread 
alternative ef taking his own life or com- 
mitting what he knew to be murder,

WILLFUL BLINDNESS. 

Lecturing the Anti-Monopoly Con- 
vention in session at Chicago, 
Inter-Ocean says: “Neither Congress 
nor any, Legislature has ever granted 
any exclusive right whatever to 
VANDERBILT, GOULD, GARRETT, or any 
other so-called monopolist.” Perhaps not. 
But to the companies which these men con- 
trol, legislation has granted the exclusive 
right torun railway trains upon certain 
highways wrested from private owners for 
public use by the sovereign power of emi- 
nent domain. Common roads, rivers and 
ennals are open to all, but the right to carry 
treight and passengers ona railway is, in 
every case, granted exclusi vely to some one 
corporation. If that is nota monopoly cre- 
ated by law, it is impossible to create such a 
thing as a monopoly. 

The Inter- Ocean's doctrine that the Low- 
ell mills, in which General BUTLER is a 
stockholder, are as much a monopoly as a 
railway cannot be maintained. No power 
of eminent domain was exercised in the er- 
ation or operation of the Lowell mills. They 
are private corporations, they are private 
property and their bustuess is as mucha 
strictly private business as a land-owner’s 
management of his farm. But a railway 
company is a quasi public corporation, cre- 
ated for a public service, and the highways 
they use are not their priyate property, any 
more than the strepts of acity are the pri- 
vate property of a street railway company 
which is permitted to use them, and the 
right and duty of the Government to exact 
public service from them and to regulate 
their compensation are certainly as unques- 
tionable as its right and obligation to regu- 


streets of a city. 

A journal thatcan see no difference be- 
tween just laws for the protection of the 
public from an abuse of pewers and exclu- 
sive privileges granted to a corporation for 
the service of the public, and the socialistic 
mania for confiscating private property, 
must be bithd, indeed. Numerous decisions 
from the highest courts of law have clearly 
pointed out the difference between a railway 
corporation and an ordinary joint stock cor- 
poration engaged in private business, and 
there is no excuse for ignoring it.

THE PEOPLE’S FORUM, 


Where the Readers of the Post-Dispatch 
Find a Hearing. 
ST. LOUIS, May 16, 1884. 
To the Editor of the Post-Digpatch: - 

Ihave read Dr. Bernays’ communication of 
yesterday in your paper with pleasure. I re- 
specied and appreciated it, but unfortunately it 
Goes not conyince me. Dr. Bernays reminds me 
of the celebrated Biliroth sponge case that made 
the rounds of the European press about fifteen 
years ago. Iremember that case very well, and 
it seems to me that I remember a great deal more 
about it than even Dr. B. does. 

In the year 1868 appeared in a newspaper of 
Vienna an article describing an operation of 


ovariotomy performed at the clinic of Prot. B. (full 
name nol mentioned), where a sponge was or- 
gotten to be removed from the patlent's ab- 
domen, which caused death and was found at 
the post-mortem. Dr. Gottlieb Kraus, editor 
of a medical paper of Vienna, an outspoken 
enemy of Billroth, wrote about this case in his 
paper and asserted that Biliroth had been the op- 
erator. Biliroth sued for libel, and Kraus, to es 
cape gonviction, confessed that he had been de- 
ceived.

Are 
they not governed in their actions by certain re- 
strictions, as all of us who belong to certain medi- 
cal bodies certainly are? But to make it mer, I 
make a proposition to Dr, rnays which will 
settle our little dispute beyond a doubt. Let us 
write letters to Professors Langenbeck and Bilk 
roth, asking them if they had ever invited report- 
ers to witness their operations foi the purpose of 
having them published ip a daily newspaper, or if 
they ever have, directly or indirectly, iofluenced 
such publications, or if they really 
care to have their operations reported by 
the Galty press. If they answer in the affirmative 
Iam willing to confess that I have been wrong 

and promise tobe from that moment a faltbful 
admirer of Dr. Bernays’ methods. 

Eventuaily we may publish their answers. Till 
then I promise not to say one word in this matter 
in public print again.

fession in that country, Louisiana can look 
with mournful pride on the great life, while 
she mourns the recent death of her adopted 
son.

It may not be amiss here to correct a mis- 
apprehension which has had more or less cur- 
reuey, to wit: that after the surrender of 
Gen. Lee’s army, Mr, Benjamin abandon 
hope for the Confederacy, aud only thought 
of escape from the country. This is by no 
means the faet, He left Richmond with 
other members of the Executive Department, 
and after he heard of Gen. Lee’s surrender, 
expecting Gen. Johnston, with his army, 
then in North Carolina, to retreat toward 
the Southwest, Benjamin went with myseil 
and others through South Carolina into 
Georgia. Being unaccustomed to travel on 
horseback. thea our only means of cunvey- 
ance, he became unabie to oa with me, 
but still hopeful that it might be a more suc- 
cessful struggle in the future, and it was 
agreed between us that he should go to the 
coast, and make his way by Cuba to Mexico, 
and thence to Texas to join me wherever, 
with such troops as might be assembled, 1 
should be at the anticipated time. Before 
leaving the West Indies he heard of the sur- 
render of our armies, of my capture and the 
absolute termination of the war. Then,
